Kissinger explains why Syria 
cannot draw the line

WASHINGTON. — The Syrians, in 
their call for total Israel withdrawal 
from occupied Arab territory, still

DUBLIN. Gunmen yesterday 
maurdered an Irish Republic senator 
known as a critic of British mili- 
tary actions in Northern Ireland. 

A 12-man gang of masked gun- 
men kidnapped Sen. Billy Fox, a 
36-year-old Protestant, while he was 
visiting the home of Protestant 
farmer Richard Coulson, near the 
border town of Clones in the Re- 
public's County Monaghan. Before 
they left the gang set the house 
on fire, 

A few bours later police found 
Fox, shot through the head, lying 
in a nearby field. 

In Belfast a man claimed that a 
Protestant extremist organization 
had carried out the murders.

Meir: Soviets simply want trouble

The Prime Minister said yesterday 
that she was certain the Soviets do 
not Want global war or the destruc- 
tion of Israel, but aim rather at a

Tass answers Dayan 


MOSCOW (AFP). — The official 
Soviet news agency Tass yester- 
day accused Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan of trying to evade 
what it walled his responsibility 
for the outbreak of the Octo- 
ber War. 

The agency was responding to 
Mr. Dayan's speech at Monday's 
opening of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity's new International Rele- 
tions Institute, in which he said 
the Russiang had concealed from 
the U.S. their foreknowledge that 
the Arabs were going to cttack.

PROPOSAL FOR SICK FUND CONFERENCE 


‘Members should vote for 
Kupat Holim leadership’

TEL AVIV. — A proposal that Ku- 
pat Holm’s two million members 
should be allowed tto choose the 
sick fund's leadership through direct 
elections will be submitted during 
Kupat Holim’s March 36 conference 
by Dr. Ram Yishai, chairman of 
the Organization of Kupat Holim 
Doctors, - 

Dr. Yishat ted the doctors’ strike 
against Kupat Holim in June last 
year. The strike was sparked by 
the appointment of a non-medical 
man — Asher “Yadlin — as head 
of the sick fund 

“We want each member to feel 
that he is helping to run the sick 
fund, and not to feet that he has 
no say whatsoever,” Dr. Yishai told 
The Jerusalem: Post on Monday. 

He admitted that there was little 
chance that the delegates to the 
three-day national conference, who 
were chosen by the political parties 
re) in the Histadrut, would 
give up their prerogative to run 
the sick fund. : 

“Nevertheless, we have high hopes 
that these delegates, if they want 
to see their own organization grow 
and flourish, will begin to think 
seriously about this proposal of 
ours. We even hope they will set 


up a COmmittee to discuss the mat- 


ter in detail.” . 

Under the proposal which Dr. Yi- 
shai wili submit, the delegates at- 
tending the national conference 
planned for 1878 will be elected 


by direct votes, These delegates 
will constitute the “policy making 
body,” and they will choose a cen- 
tral committee to actually run the 
sick fund. 
“But the atministrative posts 
will be filled op the basis of ten- 
ders, and not, as at present, by 
Political appointees,” he said. 
Dr. Yishai was sure that “enough 
doctors could be found to handle 
the administrative posts.

Two residents of Arroub village, 
north of Hebron, were deported 
yesterday to Jordan, following their 
involvement in sabotege activity.

The two deportees were detained 
briefly, but were later released and 
permitted to live with their West 
Bank relatives, on condition that 
they would avoid subversive activ- 
ities. But Shamali and Titi were 
arrested recently for membership 
in a terrorist network, which was 
responsible for δἰ number of sabo- 
tage acts in Israel and in the areas. 
The network was rounded up last 
month, following a bomb blast in

- Bottle-feeding is risk 
in developing nations 


By MIKE MULLER 
LONDON. — 
GFOULD baby be breast-fed or 
put on the bottle? For mothers 
in the developed nations it is often 
just a matter of convenience. But 
in the less affluent communities of 
the world it can be a matter of 
ife or death. 
- The poor families who make up the 
vast majority of the population in 
the mushrooming cities of Africa, 
Asia and Latin America live under 
conditions in which safe artificial 
feeding is almost impossible. There 
is usually no water supply on tap 
nor a stove on which water can 
conveniently be boiled to sterilise a 
bottle. There may even be no suit- 
abie pots in which to boil it. And 
invariably the family budget will 
have to be stretched to the. limit 
to buy enough milk. 
1 In the absence of these basics, 
the bottle-fed baby runs the risk of 
infection and malnutrition, His bot- 
tle and milk feed make an excel- 
ient breeding ground for hacteria 
μπᾶ any infections can precipitate 
acute malnutrition because they in- 
terfere with the baby’s ability to 
absorb it. The properties of mother’s 
fae con Wie other hand: sake the 
‘ant far less vulnerable to certain 
infections.

Eyewitness 
to a streak

PHILADELPHIA— 
Re girl was slim, wore only 
gym shoes and “streaked” 
through the crowded theatre dur- 
ing intermission — down the aisle, 
across the front and out the side 
exit. Cries of “Go, girl go" and 
scattered applause came from the 
bemused audience at the impromptu 
show. When two ushers chased efter 
her bare buttocks, catcalls greeted 

them. 

Thus, my first experience with 
the new phenomenon of streaking,

Australian policy 
tilts against Israel 


R Australlan Jewry, one 

of the most unpleasant sur- 
prises of the events of last October 
was the stand taken by their own 
government. The Australian govern- 
ment has always been sympathetic 
to Israel and on certain occasions 
has taken up a key friendly role 
at the United Nations. Australlan 
leaders such as Evatt, Menzies and 
a are warmly remembered in 

el, 


According to Australians to 
whom I have spoken recently, the 
Jews of Australia expected a simi- 
lar alttitude from the present Pre- 
mier, Gough Whitlam. It seems like- 
ly that he commanded widespread 
support among the Jews in the 
last general election. Much was 
made at the time of his visits to 
Israel, his friendship with Mrs. Meir 
and the links between the Labour 
Parties of the two countries. 


It therefore came as a shock 
when he adopted an “evenhanded” 
policy at the time of the Yom 
Kippur War. It is felt in Australia 
that ‘his policy was dictated by 
his desire to emerge as a leader 
of the so-called Third World, and 
that he felt he had to appeal to 

fe such as Mrs. Gandhi and 

ito. Before long, it appeared that 
even his neutrality was tilted some- 
what in favour of the Arabs. It 
was noteworthy that he condemned 
Israeli peuors but not’ the Arab. 
aggression. He appointed an am- 
bassador ‘to ‘Saud! Arabia. The 
government began to make visas 
difficult for Israelis who wished io 
visit ‘the country to raise funds and 
even delayed visas for cultural 
events. They suspended the negotia- 
Hons between El Al and Quantas. 


For the first time in its history, 
the Australian Jewish community 
is faced with a government that is 
not sympathetic. When the Board 
of Deputies asked for an interview 
with Mr. Whitlam they were put 
off and when the interview did take 
Place it was reported to have been 
unpleasant. The Prime Minister did 
express regret that the Australian 
UN. representative had called 
Israelis “murderers” for their 
attacks in Lebanon on terrorist bases 
— bot he has not changed his 
policy. 

- Alienated Jews 

Apparently Mr. Whitlam is ‘the 
dominating force in the party — 
and in Australian politics as a 
whole. The few Jews who are close 
to him are reported to be them- 
selves tic towards Israel 
or to have kept quiet on the issue. 
Tt is said that Whitlam knows he 
has alienated the Jewish community 
but does not, care. 


An effort was made by the Jews 
to arouse the opposition Liberal 
Party whose Jeader, however, made 
it clear that he would not have 
acted very differently in view of 
the Arab pressure in the Held of 
oil and energy. 

Tt should also be remembered that 
Arab propaganda has increased in 
Australia in recent years. To begin 
with, there are about 20,000 Arabs 
in the country and their number is 
growing. Plenty of money is avail- 
able through the Arab enthassies 
and the Arabs are very active in 
political lobbying and in the 
universities. 


unabated since the Six Day War 
and its main purpose has been to 
convince the Australian govern- 
ment thet its support of Israel was 
unjustified and to turn public 
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Generally speaking, the people of 
Ausiralia remain favourably dis- 
posed towards Jews, a 1971, poll 
showing that only 2.5 per cent of 
those questioned had adverse feel- 
ings about them. Nevertheless, Aus- 
tralia is the home of one of the 
few official Nazi parties in the 
world. This has now been active for 
six years under various leaders. Its 
membership is secret but is esti- 
mated at 1,500. Its magazine is 
called “The Stormtrooper” and its 
latest slogan is “Jews are through 
in '82.” In the 1970 senate elections 
it drew 25,000 votes from Austral- 
ians who were prepared to support 
a Hitler-type party publicised under 
a swastika. The government has 
been keeping a watchful eye on its 
activities but is careful not to 
infringe on its civil liberties. 


Extremist group 

Another extreme right-wing group 
is the Australian League of Rights, 
which is also anti-Semitic. It 
has about 2,000 members and has 
50-100.- branck.- offices,. Its: boakshop. 
sels “The Protocols of the Elders 
of Zion” and similar literature. 

The Jewish community has organ- 
ized counteraction over the last few 
years but is increasingly alarmed 
by the threat from the other di- 
rection — emanating from the New 
Left coalition with the Arab cause.

Denmark tries tough 
remedy for inflation

COPENHAGEN (Ofns}. — 
TIMHLAT celebrated Western serial, 
the Great Economic Crisis, is 
now playing in Denmark in one of 
its more acute versions.

Port congestion 
charges lowered 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

— The congestion sur- 
charges on Haifa and Ashdod har- 
bours will be considerably reduced 
from next Sunday, the Joint Ports 
Congestion Board decided yester- 
day. The surcharge will go down!’ 
from 20 to 15 per cent on the 
freight rates for imports, and from 
15 to 10 per cent on 5 

The surcharge, which is levied by 
the shipping conferences, applies to 
general cargoes, and containerized 
cargoes are exempt from it. On the 
Scandinavian line, the surcharge 
will be reduced to 7.5 per cent and 
δ per cent respectively. 

The action follows a considerable 
reduction of the congestion in the 
two ports, brought about by the 
release of some of the mobilized 
stevedores, the elimination of the 
truck shortage, and the greater use 
of containers for shipping cargoes. 

-Another important reason for the 
easing of the congestion is @ con- 
siderable drop in imports, resulting 
from the war. It was estimated 
that imports have gone down by 
from 15 to 20 per cent, while 
the import of cement — which is 
one of the more difficult cargoes to 
handle — has been virtually sus- 
pended.

EGYPTIANS SCEPTICAL 
ABOUT ‘FREE’ PRESS 


By IRENE BEESON 

CAIRO (Ofns). — 
RESIDENT Anwer Sadat's de- 
cision last month to lift the 
censorship on Egypt's newspapers 
and οὐ foreign correspondents 
working here removes a semi-per- 
manent feature of Egyptian life 
since World War IL But neither 
the foreign reporters nor the local 
pressmen feel that the change will 

make much difference. 

The foreign reporters were told 
that they would no longer have to 
show their reports to the censor, 
except where military matters are 
concerned, but in fact there has 
been no censorship on non-military 
material in recent months, even 
during the October War last year. 

The Cairo press explained that 
censorship had never prevented 
foreign journalists from getting 
stories out of the country, aince 
they could go to Beirut and file 
freely from there. It had, however, 
prompted a great many foreign cor- 
respondents to transfer their offices 
to Beirut. Besides, foreign ‘cor- 
respondents have established over 
the years an efficient “pigeon ser- 
vice.” Cables, letters, films, pictures 
and tapes are entrusted to friends 
or colleagues flying out of Cairo, 
to be distributed at the receiving 
end. This often proves more effi- 
cient and time-saving than the 
normal channels of communication 
and bypasses the censor. 

But while censorship never total- 
ly imhibits the foreign corre- 
spondent, wrecks his career or puts 
an end to his intellectual activity, 
when it is applied internally to the 
Egyptians it is totally inescapable, 
therefore utterly inhibiting and de- 
structive. 

Tradition of controls 

During World War ΤΠ, the Bri- 
tish Imposed censorship in Egypt 
for security reagzons. From the end 
of the war until King Farouk’'s fall 
in 1952, freedom of the press was 
an off-and-on affair which fluc- 
tuated with the activities of the 
opponents of the King’s British- 
backed regime. Less than a month 
after the coup, censorship was re- 
moved, but it was reimposed less 


than two months later to “safe- 
guard the revolution from any press 


campaign.” 
In 1960, the whole of the Egypt- 


jan Press was put under the control |' 


of the National Union, and later of 
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This is still 


so today, and it means that all 
newspapers and other publications 
must follow the party line and be 
uncritical of the regime and its 
policies, 

Whether the recent presidential 
decision means genuine liberalisa- 
tion remains to be seen. There was 
no rejoicing In newspaper offices 
or among Cairo's intellectuals when 
the announcement was made. ‘For 
one thing, it came a few days after 
the country had been stumed by 
dismissal of Mubam- 


editorship of “Al Ahram.” 

Since no word of explanation was 
given for Mr. Heykal’s fall from 
grace, Egyptians could only con- 
clude that he was sacked because 
of his articles criticising Ameri- 
can Middie East policy and, by 
implication, President Sadat. Was 
the lifting of censorship the open- 
ing of a trap? Egyptians wondercd. 

“Under censorship, I wrote like 
ἃ harnessed donkey,” one journal- 
ist commented. “Now that I am 
‘free’, I cannot write at all.” 

“We no longer know what to dare 


to write," said another,
